The Epstein hook. Goodwin 
emphasized, “does not show 
that anyone besides Lee Har- 
vey Oswald was even remote- 
ly involved in the assassina- 
tion, Therefore it does not 
prove that the basic conclu- 
sion of the commission was 
wrong.
